The  churches  of  Clay  County 
led  the  state  in  1957  in  the  per¬ 
centage  of  their  total  offerings 
going  to  world  missions  through 
the  Cooperative  Program,  ac¬ 
cording  to  a  study  prepared  by 
the  office  of  Dr.  Joe  T.  Odle, 
associate  executive  secretary. 

The  report,  issued  in  booklet 
form,  gives  for  each  church  in 
the  state,  by  associations,  the 
percentage  of  its  total  gifts  were 
given  through  the  Cooperative 
Program. 

The  churches  of  Clay  Coun¬ 
ty  averaged  21.3%  of  their  total 
offerings  going  through  the  Co¬ 
operative  Program.  Next  In  or¬ 
der  were: 

Grenada  17.3;  Pike  14.6;  Lau¬ 
derdale  14.3;  Marshall  13.8;  Un¬ 
ion  13.8;  Copiah  13.5;  Madison 
13.3;  Pontotoc  12.7,  and  Missis¬ 
sippi  12.5. 


“Pins”  Emphasised 

The  present  goal  of  Southern 
Baptists  is  to  urge  every  church 
to  Increase  its  percentage  giv¬ 
ing  to  the  Cooperative  Program 
by  "2  Plus”  (2  or  more  percent) 
every  year,  until  a  worthy  level 
is  reached. 

State  Goals 

Some  Mississippi  goals  urged 
include:  Every  church  now  giv¬ 
ing  less  than  10%  to  increase 
its  giving  to  that  level. 

Every  church  giving  10%  or 
more  to  Increase  by  2.5%' each 
year  until  a  worthy  level  is 
reached. 

Raise  the  state  level  average 
percentage  from  10.5%  to  12.5% 
in  1988.

Kefauver  told  the  Senate,  “As 
a  Baptist  and  as  an  American 
I  am  very  pleased  to  see  the 
Southern  BaptisU  take  this  ac¬ 
tion  ,  .  .  Our  Government  has 
hot  satisfactorily  dealt  with 
these  problems,  often  for  rea¬ 
sons  beyond  Its  control.

Mr.  Davis  visited  the  Chinese, 
Joe  Tuck,  several  times  and 
talked  with  him  about  begin¬ 
ning  a  mission  at  the  First  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  for  his  people.  One 
other  Christian,  Mee  Sun,  was 
found  among  them.  They  de¬ 
cided  to  make  an  effort  to  or¬ 
ganize  a  mission.  In  May  a  day 
was  set  and  21  Chinese  people 
responded  and  were  transpor¬ 
ted  to  the  First  Church.

Davis  assumed  place  of  Sunday 
School  Superintendent  He  call- 
his  wife;  Mrs.  Galla  Paxton  and 
Mrs.  Andrew  Alexander  to  as¬ 
sist  in  teaching.  A  few  weeks 
later  Mrs.  F.  C.  Stebbins  and 
her  sister.  Miss  Norma  Tucker, 
began  working  with  them. 

For  several  years  the  work 
was  carried  on  without  a  regu¬ 
lar  pastor  and  it  was  slow  in 
developing.  In  1943,  Rev.  D.  I. 
Young  became  the  first-regular 
pastor.  He  arid  Mrs.  Young 
worked  diligently  among  them.

the  American  way  of  life  was 
developed.  The  Chinese  home* 
began  to  show  improvement  and 
soon  meetings  were  held  in 
them. 

At  the  present  time  George 
Chu  Lin  holds  the  position  of 
Sunday  School  Superintendent. 
During  her  life  and  work  In 
the  Mission,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Stebbins 
served  as  pianist  and  led  the 
young  people  in  choir  work. 

At  the  present  time  there  are 
76  members  of  the  Mission,  60 
of  whom  are  either  resident 
members  or  students  in  college.

KETTERING,  England,  Feb¬ 
ruary  1,  1793  (BP)— William  Ca¬ 
rey,  a  young  pastor  who  has  led 
in  the  organization  of  the  first 
Baptist  foreign  missionary  soc¬ 
iety,  is  expected  to  realize  a 
long-cherished  ambition  as  he 
becomes  one  of  the  first  mis¬ 
sionaries  of  English  Baptists. 

John  Thomas 

In  spite  of  opposition  from 
many  quarters,  Baptists  have 
raised  enough  money  to  send  a 
representative  to  the  mission 
field,  and  Carey  and  John  Tho¬ 
mas,  a  surgeon,  are  making 
plans  to  leave  for  India  this 
summer. 

Although  it  was  generally 
known  among  members  of  the 
“Particular  Baptist  Society  for 
the  Propagation  of  the  Gospel 
Amongst  the  Heathen"  that  Ca¬ 
rey  longed  to  go  to  the  mission 
field,  at  a  meeting  of  the  soc¬ 
iety  last  month  the  Baptist  pas¬ 
tor  recommended  Thomas  as 
the  first  appointee. , Not  only 
was  Thomas  an  experienced  doc¬ 
tor,  but  he  had  spent  some  time 
in  India.  ^ 

As  Thomas  accepted  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  the  society  and 
told  them  of  conditions  in  In¬ 
dia,  he  revealed  that  it  would 
be  possible  for  a  missionary  to 
earn  his  own  living  while  work¬ 
ing  among  the  natives  Carey 
promptjy  volunteered  his  ser¬ 
vices  as  a  self-supported  mis¬ 
sionary,  and  the  offer  was  re¬ 
ceived  enthusiastically.  Carey 
and  Thomas  embraced  during 


‘the  historic  and  emotion-charg¬ 
ed  scene. 

In  India 

.  Plans  of  the  Baptist  mission¬ 
ary  society  have  met  with  de¬ 
termined  opposition,  however. 
The  British  East  India  Corn- 
company  fears  that  sending  mis¬ 
sionaries  to  India  may  endan¬ 
ger  tijeir  interests.  One  spokes¬ 
man  said  he  would  “rather  see 
a  band  of  devils  set  loose”  than 
to  send  missionaries  to  India. 

Many  Baptists  also  have  op¬ 
posed  the  undertaking,  both  be¬ 
cause  of  the  expense  and  their 
Calvinistic  belief^that  *tvhen 
the  Lord  is  ready  to  save  the 
heathen  he  can  do  it  without 
man’s  help.”  The  “propagation, 
of  the  gospel  among  the  heath¬ 
en”  was  begun  with  a  treasury 
— in  a  snuffbox — of  less  than 
fifteen  pounds,  and  the  raove- 
j  ment  has  been  supported  large- 
|  ly  by  the  poor  country  chur¬ 
ches. 

Born  in  an  Anglican  home, 
Carey  listened  to  the  teachings 
of  Dissenters  as  a  young  man 
and  was  baptized  when  he  was 
twenty-two.  A  few  years  later 
he  was  ordained  and  as  his  sal¬ 
ary  as  a  preacher  was  small, 
he  supported  his  family  by 
working  as  a  cobbler  and  school¬ 
teacher. 

Five  Languages 

Carey  also  was  a  diligent  scho¬ 
lar,  studying  the  classics  each 
Monday,  science,  history,  and 
composition  on  Tuesday,  and 
Greek  and  Hebrew  on  other 
days  while  preparing  his  ser- 
nfcqs.  In  seven  years  he  learn¬ 
ed  to  read  five  languages,  self- 
taught. 

Thus  Baptists  will  be  well 
represented  as  their  first  mis¬ 
sionaries  leave  for  India.  Tho¬ 
mas,  the  skilled  surgeon,  is 
capable,  Of  ministering  to  the 
physical  needs  of  the  wretched 
masses,  while  Carey,  the  prea¬ 
cher  and  scholar,  unfolds  the 
riches  of  the  Word.

Seventy-three .  persons  accept¬ 
ed  Christ  as  their  Saviour  and 
50  others  indicated  a  desire  to 
know  more  about  Christianity 
during  the  revival  in  the  uni¬ 
versity  of  Seinan  Gakuin,  May 
13-16.  Seinan  Gakuin  is  the  Bap¬ 
tist  school  in  Fukuoka  City,  Ja¬ 
pan,  which  enrolls  more  than 
4,000  students  in  departments 
from  junior  high  school  through 
senior  college,  kindergarten 
training  school,  and  theological 
seminary. 

Approximately  600  students 
and  teachers  attended  the  servi¬ 
ces  each  morning  and  about  300 
attended  the  evening  services 
for  night  students.  “The  revival 
broke  an  atmosphere  of  ‘we 
can’t’  among  the  Christian  stu¬ 
dents  on  the  campus;”  reports 
Missionary  Frederick  M  Hor¬ 
ton,  “and  a  more  positive  Chris¬ 
tian  witness  was  made  bv  more 
Christian  students  during  this 
campaign  than  has  been  made 
in  the  last  several  years.”

King  Uzziah,  of  ancient  Judah,  was  a  good  and  devout  man, 
and  very  faithful  to  the  tdmple  worship.  His  son  Jothan  when 
he  succeeded  to  the  throne  showed  the  results  of  his  training: 
“He  did  that  which  was  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  according 
to  all  that  his  father  Uzziah  did.”  But  he  omitted  one  important 
matter:  “Howbeit  he  entered  not  into  the  temple  of  the  Lord.” 
As  a  result  of  that  neglect,  his  influence  for  good  was  not  ef¬ 
fective:  “And  the  people  did  yet  corruptly.” 

But  the  crowning  result  of  Jotham’s  neglect  of  the  temple 
became  apparent  when  his  son  grew  up  and  became  king.  We 
read:  “Ahaz  was  twenty  years  old  when  he  began  to  reign,  and 
he  reigned  sixteen  years  in  Jerusalem:  but  he  did  not  that 
which  was  right  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord.”  Had  Jotham  been 
alive,  he  might  have  asked,  “Why  isn't  he  like  me?”  The  answer 
would  have  been:  “Because  you  didn’t  raise  him  like  your  father 
raised  you."

Graham’s  Frisco 
Crusade  Ends 


SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Evan¬ 
gelist  Billy  Graham  wound  up 
his  seven  weeks  crusade  in 
San  Francisco  Sunday  by 
packing  the  16,500-seat  Cow 
Palace  with  18,500  people,  ac¬ 
cording  to  daily  press  re¬ 
ports. 

The  house  was  full  and  the 
service  started  half  an  hour 
ahead  of  the  scheduled  time. 

“I  did  not  come  here  with 
lofty  words  of  wisdom,  but  in 
a  demonstration  of  the  spirit 
and  power  of  Christ,”  he  said. 

At  the  end  of  his  plea  570 
persons  went  forward  in  “de¬ 
cisions  for  Christ,”  raising  the 
total  for  the  crusade  to  25,- 
575.  Total  attendance  for  the 
seven  weeks  was  696,525.
